or of any disposition to play the game 
of politics when grave emergencies con- 
front the nation." 


The Advertiser says: "It is strange,

they have glibly repeated this phrase 
•all over the world' they have spoken the 
final word, and put the whole Cuban 
question at one aide, where it ought to 
be left alone and in silence. Under favor 
of this superfine culture, begging par- 
don for presuming to differ with such 
self-satisfied wisdom, we venture to re- 
maik that the island of Cuba is not pre- 
cisely all over the world. It lies barely 
IfX) miles from the t'nlted States of 
America. To say that we have some 
xJuties of humanity and mercy to the 
people whose piteous appeal can almost 
be heard across the Intervening water 
is not exactly to say that we are bound 
to RO in search of wrongs to redress on 
the other side of the globe. There Is 
such a thing as doing the duty that lies 
nearest. That duty may devolve upon 
nations as upon individuals."

Boston, March 24.—The house yester- 


day passed to a third reading a bill 
which would give Boston one alderman 
and two counrilrnen from each ward. 
In order to take this action it had to 
overthrow the recommendations of the 
committees on metropolitan affairs and 
election law sitting jointly. These com- 
mittees reported a bill for a board to be 
composed of 12 aldermen by districts 
and five at large. It was accepted and 
took two readings, but when it came up 
on the question of a third reading it was 
made over through the substitution of a 
bill introduced by Representative Bart- 
lett of Boston. 


Leave to withdraw was reported on 


petitions for legislation that in case of 
tha ti/tal deduction of a building by 
fire, the sum insured shall be taken as 
the insured's interest therein; that the 
rate of interest on personal property 
'mortgages shall not exceed 6 percent 
per annum. 


Ought not to pass was reported on the 


bills to abolish the contract system on 
public \vorkn; to limit th« rate of inter- 
est on small loans proportionately with 
the size of the loan. 


A bill was reported to provide for the 


appointment of a state architect by the 
governor, who shall have charge of all 
state buildings. 


In the house, without debate, the blllt 


for th« establishment of a state hoard 
of Insanity; that cities may pension fire- 
men; that prisoners In jails and houses 
»sf correction may be used in breaking 
and preparing stone for state highway*, 
were pasted to be engrossed.

VIVID PICTURE. 


Senator Gallinger Tells His Colleagues 


What He Saw In Cuba. 


Washington. March 24.—A vivid word 


picture of the horrors and barbarities 
of concentration on the island of Cuba 
was drawn in the senate yesterday by 
Mr. Gallinger of New Hampshire. The 
senator recently visited Cuba personally 
to study the situation of the reconcen- 
trados and to ascertain the facts con- 
cerning the general question. 


Almost as soon as the senate con- 


vened Mr. liacuii of Georgia introduced 
a joint resolution 
declaring that the 


I'mted States should do everything In 
its power to preserve peace with all the 
nations of the world and not be forced 
into a war except to preserve the honor 
and dignity of the nation. He said lhal 
he would not ask for immediate consid- 
eration of the resolution, but would per- 
mit it to lie on the table until today. 


Then Mr. Hale, chairman of the naval 


affairs committee, favorably reported 
tbe bill providing for relief for the sur- 
vivors of the Maine catastrophe. There 
was a suppressed murmur of expectancy 
in the galleries, but the measure was 
read and passed without a word of de- 
bate. 


Mr. Cijillinger's speech followed. 
He 


spokc> in a low, clear tone of voice, dis- 
tinctly audible throughout his speech. 
His auditors listened intently to his de- 
scription of tlie horrors and cruelties 
suffered by the reconcentrados, but gave 
no outward manifestation of their feel- 
ings. When he declared, however, that 
a government that would starve 400,000 
of its people would do anything, and fol- 
lowed this with the further declaration 
that the lives of the brave men lost In 
the Maine disaster could not be atoned 
for with Koid or silver, a spontaneous 
wave 01 applause swept over the gal- 
leries, and the vice president had difti- 
cully in restoring order. When he had 
concluded he was accorded a tremen- 
dous burst of applause which the vice 
president made little effort to restrain. 


"The number of people who have 


starved in Cuba will never be definitely 
known. It is estimated that 800,000 were 
driven from their homes Into the cities. 
1 had it from Spanish authority that, 
according to their figures, 225,000 already 
have perished, but It is stated that the 
Ked Cross society is in possession of 
Hsures showing that 425,000 Cubans have 
died as a result of Spanish cruelty from 
starvation and thai L'00,000 more musl In- 
evital.ly die. 


"1 have been asked many limes what 


of the Maine. 1 do not know. 
This, 


however. 1 do know: 
A government 


that will deliberately starve 400,000 of 
its o w n people will do pretty much any- 
thing. If the ship was blown up from 
the outside, what should our govern- 
ment do? Perhaps I should forbear to 
discuss thai question now, but this 1 
will venture to say: 
Human life pur- 


posely taken cannot be paid for in gold 
or silver. 
Mark my words, 'purposely 


taken,' and if it shall appear that such 
was the fate of 250 brave American sail- 
ors, then heaven pity Ihe guilty parties. 
It will not be a question for arbitration, 
but a question involving Ihe dignity and 
honor of this great republic." 


As to what should be done Mr. Gal- 


linger felt that sooner or later lhi» gov- 
ernment would of necessity absorb Cuba, 
but if annexalion carmot now be accom- 
plished let Independence speedily come. 
"American interests in Cuba." said he 
in conclusion, "have already suffered 
enough. We have patrolled our coast In 
the interest of Spain as long as we 
should, and we have spent quite too much 
money in protecting our people from 
epidemic diseases coming to our shores 
because of the unsanitary condition of 
the harbor and city of Havana. Spain 
has failed to meet the requirements of 
an 
advanced 
civilization. Let 
the 


United States or Cuba take up the prob- 
lem and absolve it."
